MEMORIAL DAY MESSAGE 


Once again we are on the threshold of one of the most sacred days in our calendar year, ‘‘Memorial Day.” 
Each year we honor as best we can those who died that we might live. Throughout the nation in one form or 
another we pay tribute to our war heroes. It is not war itself that we glorify... God forbid that such should be 
our intention.
